Troops Cause 


Fatal Riot 


DUBLIN, March 22.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.]—There was a riot here 
tonight, in which two men were killed 
and four seriously wounded. The riot 
was started by the disorderly conduct 
of soldiers, about 300 of whom paraded 
the streets about 9 o'clock singing, 
jostling passersby, hammering doors, 
and smashing windows. 

After parading through Harcourt 


their barracks, followed by a large 
crowd of civilians. 


Mysterious Volley Fired. 

At the Portobello bridge, near the 
barracks, a Clash seemed inevitable 
and a volley was fired over the heads 
of the crowd, but by whose orders is 
unknown. 

The shooting which resulted tn the 
killing of the two men and the wound: 
ing of other petsonis took place in Rich- 
mond street. The circumstances sur- 
rounding it are not’ yet known. 

The soldiers who started the dis- 
order eventually returned to their bar- 
racks. Other soldiers not concerned 
In the rioting were roughly handled by 
the populace while returning alone to | 
the barracks.

Stages Big Show. 


A. Borealis, prominent in solar cir- 
cles, was a visitor in our terrestrial 
midst last night, his mischievous mis-

a few trillion electrons, which not only 
impaired telegraph and telerdhone serv- 


}4ce over all the country but caused 


Chicago to become afflicted with goose- 
neck from gazing at the stars. 
Sartorial styles along the milky 
way apparently haven’t changed since 
the war, because the visitor’s vest- 
ments were just about the same as 
when he last dropped in on wus in 
‘March of 1918. These, viewed from 
the roof of a downtown skyscraper, 
inspired one with the impression that 
some célestial genie had opened a 
magic parasol and dropped it over the 


the segments of this parasol—gosea- 
mery green they seamed at times in 
their ethereal tenuosity—converged at 
the great white planet Jupiter, almost 
directly overhead. Sometimes lumi- 
nous streams of light played up and 
down the segments. 

That was the picture part, caused, 


jastronomical experts explain, by an 


abnormal volume of electricity einanat- 
ing from the sun’s gases. This vol- 
ume, separating into vagabond 
streams of electricity, is hurled willy- 
nilly through space. The earth some- 
times encounters one of these streams. 
The Aurora Borealis is the result. 
Gives Thrill to 5,000. | 

That this had happened last night 
was first made known by telephone in- 
quiries to THe Trinune. These began 
coming in soon after 7 o’clock. People 
wanted to know “ what’s the great light 
in the sky?” The inquiries increased 
rapidly, as news of the phenomenon 
traversed the city. Altogether the tele 
phone co’ pany and the newspapers an- 
swered more than 6,000 inquiriés. 

Also, early in the evening wire 
trouble developed. The teléphone com- 
pany was unable to reach Pittsburgh 
-by long distance at 7:50 o’clock. Then 
one by one other lines ceased function- 
ing. 

Chicago by 8 ‘o’cléek was severed 
from long distance communication 
with New York, Minneapolis, Milwau- 
kee, Denver, Des Moines, Omaha, Pitts- 
burgh, and San Franciseo. The sefv 
ice had not been resumed at an early 
hour this morning. 

Telegraph Lines Hit. 
Similarly the Western Union and the 
Postal Telegraph companies reported 
wire trouble on the same lines. How- 
ever, the telegraph service was not 
suspended completely. It was possi- 
ble to get mesgages through, but with 
ong delay. No effect of the phenomena 
was felt in the city or between here 
and towns within a twenty-five mile 
radius, either in telegraph or tele- 
phone service. | 

The electrons, it was explained, 
caused a ground or short circuit to be 
established on the wires. Seaboard 
cities also reported that cable termli- 
nals were hard hit. Wireless stations 
proved difficult to handle, but it was 
possible to get messages through. 

Visible in Southern States. 

Reports from the south stated that 
the aurora was visible throughout that 
section for the first time in years. As 
far south as Montgomery, Ala., @ re- 
markable view of the er was 
reported. 

‘Throughout North Carolina, Tennes- 
see, South Carolina, and Virginia great 
bands of light flashed across the heav- 
ens, and in Washington the display 
had the appearance of beams from 
giant searchlights. 


Blames Sun Spot. 
Prof. Philip. Fox, astronomer at 
Northwestern university, saw a large 
spot on the sun centrally located and 
Visible to the naked eye on Sunday. He 
gaid last night this no doubt had much 
to do with the aurora’s flickerings. 
“The Northern Lights,” he said, “ are 
seldom observed so far south, and it is 
unusual for them to remain — 
such a length of time. 
“There is no doubt the annapnenie dis- 
turbance in the sky upset electrical

The report describes Russia without 
export wheat or flax, saying the peas- 
ants have of’ all stocks they 
hid from the boshleviki. 


Transportation Is Nil. 

Even if stocks for export existed 
shipment of them would be impossible 
because of the lack of rail and water 
transportation, the report ‘says. The 
efficiency of the canal system, which 
before the war was one of Russia’s 
chief means of transportation, has so 
diminished that the canals now are 
earrying less than the railroads. 
One reason why factory production 
is at its lowest ebb, according to the 
report, is because there are no. ship- 
ments of cotton from Turkestan and 
because of the general desertion of 
workers from all kinds of plants, 
owing to the refusal of the peasants 
to send food to the cities. 

Poor, Poorer; Rich, Richer. 
AS a condeuetine the state of hun- 
ger among the poorer classes in the 
cities is worse than ever. The wealthy 
people, however, are able to buy food, 
the report says.

the statement, explaining that he had 


‘kept his presentation of the case clear 
of personalities and that he wished to 
continue to do so. Chairman Hale in- 
sisted, however. 

Cross-examination by Senator Pitt- 
man, Democrat, Nevada, developed that 
Admiral Sims had shown his letter critt- 
cizing the navy department's conduct 
of the war to Henry P. Davison of 
New York, about the middle of Jan- 
vary, while he was a guest at Mr. Da- 
_vison’s home. Admiral Sims conceded 
that this was “an indiscretion.”

uable considerations.” Revenue stamps 
used in the transfer, however, indieated 
the value at only $500.

Chief Peints of Interest. 

The chief points of interest in Sena- 
ter Frelinghuysen’s measure a. the 
tax exemption feature and the pro- 
posed rate of interest. The plan to 
make the new bonds free from all taxa- 
tion except inheritance and estate taxes 
undoubtei'y would appeal strongly te 
all inves and particularly to per- 
sens of wealth, estates, and insurance 
companies. Whether this advantage 
would offset the low interest rate is a 
moot point. 

A eriterion of this doubt may be 
found in the faet that at present the 
Liberty 3%s, which are exempt in al!

SHOULD

DENTISTS DIFFER 
State Meeting Also Teles 


_ Up “Kids’” Mouths.- 


BY PHILIP KINSLEY. 
Two of the chief topics of discussion 
presented at the fifty-sixth annual con- 
vention of the gilinois Staite Dental so- 
ciety. which opened yesterday at tiie 


Congress ‘hotel, were the importance of 


preventive work in the public schools 
—the anti-sugar campaign and the gos- 
pel of the clean mouth—and the rela- 
tion of systemic diseases to infected 
Around this latter qhestion a great 
discussion is centered, the issue lying 
between those extremists who advo- 
cate the extraction of all teeth from 
which the nerves have been removed 
and those other extremists who refuse 
to extract even abscessed teeth. 
About 4,000 dentists, many of them 
noted practitioners from outside of 
Iitinois, are in attendance at the four 
days’ sessions. Today will be clinic 
day for the Chicago Dental gociety: 
ending with a testimonial banquet in 
the evening to Dr. T. L. Gilmer, the

Legislation Needed. 


President G. Walter Dittmar took up 
needed denta! legislation in his opening 
address. 

“We are confronted,” he said, “ with 
the appalling fact that fully 95 per 
cent of the mouths of al] children of 
school age are diseased. Mouth inf 


ic disorders, 
both nervous and organie, 

“The arch enemy of the teeth is 
dental caries. The late Doctors Black 
and Miller have proved that dental 
caries is q disease produced by bac- 
teria. €arbohydrates [starches and 
sugars} are converted by these germs 
into acid. In protected places on the 
teeth where the acid can become suf- 
ficiently concentrated, {it will attack 
and dissolve tooth substance. Cavi- 
ties form, and if not properly ezx- 
cavated and filled, the tooth allScesees 
and the pulp [nerve] dies. The dead 
pulp putrefies, and often infects the 
spical tissues, resulting in an alveold? 
abscess. From this systemic infec- 
tion is likely to follow.” 


Caused Many Army Rejections, 

Bad teeth, he said, caused a large 
percentage Of rejections in the draft, 
He pleaded for a campaign to save 
the next generation. ; 

“Our state,” he said “ could 
no greater service to te future 
and women than to provide pro 
regulated compulsory dental examina- 
tions for every child of school ege, and 
for the indigent poor provide in every 
community a means by which such 
children will receive sufficient atten- 
tion. Your president recommends that 
a bill covering such examination and 
care be presented to the next Illinois 
legislature.” 

He said the state department of 
registration and education should 
license dental hygien‘ets who should 
clean the children’s teeth twice a year 
and give instruction in home and 
school. Free toothbrushes, lecttrres, 
literature, should be part of the great 
propaganda. 

Robertson Welcomes Delegates. 

Health Commissioner Robertson wel- 
comed the convention for the city. He- 
pointed out that the new city budget 
gives only five dentists for 600,000 
schoo] children. 

William H. G. Logan discussed this 
burning subject: “ Should All Pulpless 
and Impacted Teeth Be Removed?” He 
was head of the army dental corps. 
Many systemic diseases, such as rhe@u- 
matism, heart and nervous diseases, 
have been cured by the removal of in- 
fected areas in the jaw, he said. 

“Root fragments broken off at the 
time teeth were extracted and healed 
over have been allowed to remain un- 
suspecte y dentists and physicians 
for yéars until the X ray revealed them. 
Their removal has effected cures of 
chronic diseases in many instances.” 

He could not put down any hard and 
fast rule on the subject, but was plaip- 
ly against removal of all “ dead” teeth 
unless infection was shown. 

Need Radiograph Survey. 
' Dr. Herbert A. Potts said it would 
not do to become too “radical” in 
treatment or deny a patient relief. He 
said this wag an epochal period in deh- 
tistry. 

Dr. Arthur D. Black, dean of the 
dental department of Northwestern 
university, said that what was néeded 
was a surveg and radiograph check on 
thousands of cases.’ He said that he 
could not be sure whether cocain, 
arsenic, or other drugs used ifn filling 
might not have cqused infection. It 
was a refiection on the dentists, he 
said, that there should be a dispute 
over this, as it meant they had not 
built up ertough data to form a law. 
He said he was conserving nerveless 
teeth. 

Dr. Alfred C. Fones of Bridgeport, 
Conn., spoke at the evening session. 
In the United States, he said, there are 
only fifteen or twénty millions of per- 
sons who are sufficiently educated to 
realization of the importance of the 
care of teeth to visit the dentist with 
any regularity.
